LOW-BALLIN’ 

It all began with a number: four. 

In the wake of a disconcerting pistol- 
whipping and robbery outside of Sugar- 
House Casino - following close on the 
heels of an incident in which a casino patron

— the Inquirer took a hard look at security 
in and around the facility, in an article titled

the city," the daily wrote, noting that more 
than 500 cameras keep an eye on the casino, 
as well as many security officers, local 
police, state troopers and gaming officials. 

And then there was that number: since 
opening on Sept. 23, wrote the Inky, there 
have been four reported crimes at the facil- 
ity: not, one might argue, so bad. 

But CPfou nd otherwise. Accordingto 
data provided by the Police Department, 
police have recorded 22 crimes — not four 

— at SugarHouse from opening day to Nov.

STENCHY TRENCH 

The smell at 924 Cherry St, began the Wednesday before last, and 
in the ensuing days, it got worse. Jazmin Idakaar, a research associ- 
ate at Design Science — a consulting firm on the building's fifth 
floor — described the odor the following Monday as being “like 
a really horrific chemicaL" Others compared the scent to rubber 
cement, paint thinner and Magic Marker. 

It was most pungent, mysteriously, in the elevator shaft, which 
research associate Joshua Evans described as being like “a trap." 
Some employees left the office to work at home . Those who stayed 



bundled up and opened every window possible. 

Meanwhile, they took action, repeatedly calling the city's Water 
Department ( PWD), which, just days before the stench appeared, 
had posted a notice on the building’s door alerting occupants that a 
“trenchless method of sewer rehabilitation'' was under way and that 
they could expect “a glue-like odor.” According to PWD, similar work 
is being done on three other nearby streets through February. 

A quick Internet se arch by CP revealed an occurrence in 
Alexandria, Va., where, as The Washington Post reported in 2004, an 
apparently similar (and, the article notes, less-expensive) method of 
sewer repair might have resulted in an onslaught of complaints 
by nearby residents of “toxic fumes" that left some side. The culprit? 
Styrene vapor, a common byproduct of “trenchless" sewer work. 

According to the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA), 
being exposed to enough styrene vapor can cause nausea, dizziness, 
fatigue and eye irritation, and the Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration (OSHA) warns that exposure above cer- 
tain limits would violate its safety guidelines. 

So how much styrene were the workers of Design Science 
breathing? N o one seems to know — not even PWD. 

“As far as I know, we're not using dangerous levels of styrene,” 
said PWD spokesman John DiGiuKo, adding that PWD has 
received complaints only from Design Science employees. 

Had PWD actually tested the Cherry Street building? 

“We cannot confirm whether or not the building was tested," 
answered Laura Copeland, another PWD spokesperson the next 
day, adding, somewhat cryptically, “There is no reason for concern."

■ A YEAR AGO, the Inquirer's Jennifer Lin reported that the 

| Philadelphia Police Department was set to purchase 1 ,000 new 
„ Tasers to be used, an advisor to Police Commissioner Charles 
Z Ramsey later said, only by police who had received special Crisis 
g Intervention Team (CIT) training in dealing with the mentally ill. 

- The news came on the heels of an ugly incident on July 3, 2009, 

• detailed by Lin herself in which a mentally ill, unnamed homeless 
g man was shot dead by Philadelphia police, who said he had threat- 
o ened them with a box-cutter. It was, as I reported in this column, 
not the first such incident: At least four people showing signs of 
mental imbalance had been shot (three killed) before the unknown 
homeless man that year; at least three more have been killed since. 

The new Tasers were supposed to help stop that pattern, to rep- 
resent not a wcaponing-up of the police force, but the opposite: an 
effort to reduce the number of instances in which a gun was fired. 
The goal was a good one, but we wondered: Would having more 
Tasers at their disposal just make police officers more eager to use 
them? Would Taser use really replace gunshots? 

The only evidence (until seven sentences from now) has been 
anecdotal. There was the teen Tasered by police after running onto 
the field at a Phillies game. In February, an apparently mentally ill 
woman was Tasered, and then shot (but not killed), after stabbing 
an officer. In July, a North Philly man was also Tasered, and then 
shot, and killed by police. A few weeks ago, mentally ill 18-year-old 




decreased, but has gone up by nearly 50 percent. 

In other words, the spike in Taser use has not been accompanied 
by a decline in gun use: Both are up. 

More statistics? OK, more statistics! 

In 2008, Ramsey’s first year as commissioner, police had recorded 
by October 126 incidents ofTaser-use. Over the same period in 2009, 
they had recorded 290 (130 percent more); this year, the number 
jumped to 426, a 238 percent increase from 2008. 

Incidents involving gunfire, on the other hand, have not decreased 
over this period. What has increased is the average number of shots 
fired per incident : from 4.8 shots per incident m 2008 to 6.6 in 2010. 
When our police shoot, they fire almost two extra shots than they 
did two years ago. Comparing the number of Taser discharges over 
the years with the number ofTasers issued to officers, police argued 
in an e-mail that “the rate of discharges per Taser has dropped.” 

True . . . but you would kind of hope so, given that the number of 
Tasers issued to police officers has increased by 700 percent. 



lb be fair, the statistics I got from Phila- 
delphia police tell another surprising story: 
Overall gun use by police is way down from 
the pre-Ramsey days of 2006 and 2007, 
when officers fired about 500 times — close 
to double the number of shots fired through 
October of this year. The number of sepa- 
rate incidents in which cops opened fire 
has dropped by about half since then. Cops, 
it seems, are shooting less often and with 
fewer shots than they used to. 

But as the number of instances in which 
they use Tasers climbs, there’s no evidence 
that more Tasers on the streets means 
much more than, well, more Tasings. 

Meanwhile, the cases in which mentally 
ill people were Tased, and then shot anyway, 
suggest a re-examination might be in order 
for CIT training — which is supposed to 
avert the need for guns. And the recent 
death-by-Taser of Patrick Johnson raises 
more questions, specifically about how 
"non-lethal" these weapons really are — 
and whether they really are always the best 
solution to dealing with the mentally ill.

PLAYBILLS RING, ARE YOU 
LISTENING? 

A winter wonderland of theater, from Dickens 
to Sedaris and beyond. By Mark Cofta 

H oliday theater may start inevitably with A Christmas Carol, 
but it certainly doesn’t have to end there. If Scrooge is what 
you’re after, the Charles Dickens classic plays in various 
forms all over the area, most notably in family-friendly adapta- 
tions at the Walnut Street and Hedgerow theatres, but also as a 
musical, S crooged. at New Jersey’s Ritz Theatre. My favorite 
— especially for adults — is Jared Reed’s one-man interpretation, 
ironically re-titled (given that it's the most faithful to Dickens) A 
Dickens Christmas, also playing at Hedgerow. 

Beyond Dickens, December theater falls into two broad catego- 
ries: shows that celebrate or satirize Christmas, and those that 
barely reference it at all. 

Foremost among the former must be the Walnut Street's main- 
stage production of Irving Berlin’s White Christmas. The title 
song alone sells the show, but those who recall the 1954 Bing 
Crosby/Danny Kaye film (if not, catch its 97,000 cable broadcasts 
this season) know it’s not only a cute love story, but a tearjerker 
about friendship and loyalty. 

While the world waits for a new take on Christmas that works 
as well as It is a Wonderful Life (strangely absent from stages this 



season), lotsof shows provide holiday humor. Flashpoint Theatre 
Co. brings back David Sedaris’ The Santatand Diaries, starring 
Derick Loafmann as Crumpet, a cranky Mary’s elf Theatre Horizon 
and Fringe Festival maniacs The Berserker Residents premiere a 
family-friendly creation, The Very Merry Xmas Carol Holiday 
Adventure Show, about a trio of would-be heroes (snowman, red- 
nosed reindeer and London-town gent) battling the villainous Xmas, 
who threatens to devour all Christmas tales and the very spirit of 
the holiday itself. Frankford's Walking Fish Theatre also features a 
new work, A Fractured Christmas Carol, created collaboratively 
by professional actors andyoung performers. The show is directed 
by Michelle Pauls, who helmed 
the Fish’s Barrymore Award- 



tion, Of Mythic Proportions. 
Foremost among the shows 

is Fteople’s Light & Theatre 
tree Musketeers (The Later 
Years), written by Kathryn Petersen, directed by Fteter Pryor, with 
music and lyrics by Michael Ogbom. PLTC’s unique form of the tradi- 
tional British panto features songs, silliness, lots of audience partici- 
pation and a great cast — Pryor as the villain, Mark Lazar as Queen 
Agile s of M ulvari a and Barrymore Award-winnerKim Carson. 

Tlie Arden Theatre Co.’s annual children’s play brings Mary 
Norton's beloved novels The Borrowers, about tiny people living 
under a family’s floorboards, to the stage in Charles Way's adapta- 
tion, directed by Whit MacLaughHn and starring Bi Jean Ngo.

Back at the busy Walnut Street Theatre, in 
the Independence Studio on 3, is another great 
cast in the premiere of Frank Ferrante’s musical 
Caesar's Palace O' Fun, which has nothing 
to do with casinos, emperors or salads; Caesar 
is Ferrante’s stage alter ego, notorious in Sun 
Francisco and Seattle from his cirque show Tbatro 
ZinZanni. Barrymore Award-winner Jennie 
Eisenhower co-stars. 

Don’t be fooled by the title Dublin Carol; Conor 
McPherson’s December-set drama, receiving its 
area premiere from Amaryllis Theatre Co., is set 
in a funeral home and is reminiscent of his spooky 
The Weir. New City Stage Co. begins a three-play 

Philadelphia premiere of Christopher Durang’s 
dark comedy Miss Witherspoon, featuring the 
always-mesmerizing Julie Czamecki in the title 
role as a suicide lost in the afterlife. 

Several short runs deserve mention, too: At 
Trenton’s Passage Theatre, Jeffrey Solomon 
performs his one-man comedy Santa Claus Is 
Coming Out, Nov. 27 and 28.

B ast year, Philly band Aunt Dracula announced it was moving 
| to California to find fortune, fame and any and all weirdness.

No one was hurt during the crash, but one man’s highway hor- 
ror is another's prosaic revelation. Daly went back to school in 
Philadelphia and put together a five-piece band (previous incarna- 
tions were of the duo and trio variety). 

“I started writing the songs for Aunt Dracula back in 2005 at a 
practice space out by 69th Street, but we didn't play our first show 
until 2007,” says Daly. “1 grew up listening to and loving the kinds 
of records that seemed to be magical.” Aunt Dracula Mach 1 want- 
ed to be a magical band, one that could exist comfortably outside 
the box, avant-garde yetstill be fun and exciting to listen to. 

The band’s debut, Face fte/, had a campy horror-film lilt to its 
melodies and a sandblasted psychedelic edge to its guitars, while 
the rhythms tinkled with a Brazilian kick. Their oddball character- 
strewn lyrics and scale-shifting vocal arrangements made them 
more dramatic still. 

“It’s a 45-minute episodic sonic exploration of die connection 




between beauty and darkness,” Daly said at the time. “Some of it 
came from a pretty strange place in my life. I guess to me, it’s kinda 
the sound of death and rebirth, if that makes sense." 

It made some sense, but Aunt Dracula’s unflinching eccentricity 
and mystery surely kept some 
audiences at bay. Take “Evo Tito," 
which breaks down from its 
metal machine roots to borrow 
the melody from Billy Joel's “You 
May Be Right.” 

This Aunt Dracula wants 
you to like them. The increased 
membership was intended to 
give the live show a full, lustrous sound, even on the old tunes. 

The new album they're presently recording with Jeff Ziegler (of 
local shoe-gazers Relay) is still psychedelic, but in a whole differ- 
ent way til an Face Peel. “These new ones go further. But the roads

that they take to get there are a little more 
familiar. They explore melody in a more 
symphonic way. More psychedelic, but also 
more accessible.” 

In particular Daly wants audiences to 
listen up for new songs such as “Mummy 
Dust” and "The Beach Song.” 

“They are definitely something differ- 
ent than anything we’ve done before,” he 
claims. “Mummy Dust’ is like a dark pop 
hit that Marty McFly might have heard if 
he turned on the radio when he went back 
to the wrong 1985 in Back to the Future 2, 
you know, when Biff stole the sports alma- 
nac and everyone was buggin’.”

SURFACE POLITICS: LOOKING BENEATH 
AESTHETICS AND FORMALISM I Through Dec. 

3. Salon Joose, SOI N. Third St , 4joose. blogspot.com 
> "SURFACE POLITICS” IS a piece of installation 
art in the form of a group art exhibit. At Salon Joose, 
curator Theodore A. Harris combined the work of 
nine highly respected African-American artists 
with his own, adding elements like yellow "caution” 
tape much like he interlayers images from art histo- 
ry, news and advertising into his collages. “For me," 
says Harris, “this show is like John Coltrane impro- 
vising on These Are a Few of My Favorite Things.”’ 

Although the show might feel like a single work, 
the materials and mediums range from video to 
painting to sculpture, and individual concepts are 
equally disparate. Two minimal Quentin Morris 
“6-foot circle” black paintings are the first thing 
visitors will see. Their uncompromising humanis- 
tic object-ness, allied with a sense of the infinite, 
seems fresh even though — or maybe because 
— Morris has been exploring it for four decades. 

Harris’ addition of two small ship models and 
coins referencing the slave trade undermines the 
impact of 13 22-inch-tall crosses by sculptor David 
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Stephens that run along one wall. 
A video documents the action in 
which the crosses were burned in 
Fairmount Park as a response to 
the 2003 Supreme Court ruling 
legalizing cross-burning. 

Sophisticated and ominous, 
Tanya Murphy Dodd’s dream- 
like mixed-media painting 
Embracing Light is inescap- 
ably about race and history. In 
contrast, the sensuous, abstract 
surfaces of Jared Wood’s unfin- 
ished black wood diptychs 
may well have a socio-political 
aspect, but it’s understated. 
LeRoy Johnson's layered cube 
wrapped in wire resonates with 
the struggle and tenacity of life 
in Philadelphia. 

Joan Huckstep's video documen- 
tation, Ancestral Women, anchors 
the show. Choreographed by Huck- 
step (also a dancer in the perfor- 
mance) and projected in a separate 
darkened space, it is a testament 
to the survival of the spirit.

THE SWEETEST FRUIT 

With a fantastic troupe, an influx — finally — of 
foundation money and three years as the Wilma 
Theater’s resident dance company, BalletX has 
morphed from a local startup to an institution. 
With eight outstanding dancers from all over the 
country, everyone's a star, so co-foundcrs/co-artis- 
tic directors Matthew Neenan and Christine Cox 
have plenty to be proud of. 

Opening their 2010-11 season debut last week 
was Still@Life, a lively, lovely work choreographed 
in 2008 by Netherlands-based Annabelle Lopez 
Ochoa, whose inspiration came from Renaissance 
paintings and Michelangelo’s sculpture. Bach 
and Von Wassenaer music accompanied the full 
company as they moved freely, stopping suddenly 
either alone or in groups, assuming newly formed 
shapes. Apples placed across the stage were taken 
and held by each dancer. Assuming still positions 
with many arms and legs intersected, the troupe 
became an assemblage. The apples linked them to 
still fife, while the tangled bodies suggested a mar- 
ble Renaissance frieze. Nibbling on the fruit, they 
romped off stage, tossing the cores in their wake. 

Originally a local choreographer was slotted 
to create a world premiere for the company's fall 
show, but it wasn’t ready in time. Neenan asked

Tobin del Cuore to give his piece 
Beside Myself a go. And boy, did 
he go. Del Cuore set two women 
and two men moving in a beam 
of light; the women entered in 
the light while the men slithered 
around in the dark, and eventu- 
ally the dancers broke off into 
two male-female couples, pulling 
the curtains together to end a 
uniquely stirring piece. 

Neenan’s Frequencies, which 
premiered in 2001, was both the 
finale and the evening’s highlight. 
Based on the biblical story of

and Pete Wycr included — stirred 
together by Neenan’s fantastic 
choreographic imagination. Jacob 
climbed the ladder to heaven 
(and swings out over the audi- 
ence), and wing-flapping angels 
appeared.

snotty oenophiles for decades. Walt until they get 
a load of Vino Solo. 

Developed by Slnglz KDM, a joint venture of 
Partners (you've seen Its Black Elk brand in state 

wine glass andwine boffle intoone pocket-friendly 
187 ml plastic vessel. Crack the thing open, flip 
the flute, pour, and you’re sipping — no need for 
a separate glass. 

KDM, which doesmuchof Itsbuslnesswlth large 
retail chains (they've developed brands forMacy's, 
Marshall Field's and 7-Eleven), hopes to i ntegrate 
Vino Solo into arenas that rely heavily on the mini 
wine bottle, such as concert venues, convention 
centers, hotels and airlines. KDM president Jonathan 
Gelula touts the ease with which Vino Solo can be 
storedanddispensedasthe products major selling 
point but also stresses that the vi no portion of the 
equation is not being glossed over. "They all have 
screw tops, and they're all sub-par-type wine," 
says Gelula of most other 187 ml options. “This is 
aconvenience item, but not only are we offering a 
different type of packaging, we re offering much 
better juice inside " (KDM makes wine I n Napa, 
Sonoma. Argentina, Chile and Spain.) 

Vino Solo, slightly depressing name notwith- 
standing — we've been jokingly referring to it as 
"Cat Lady Chardonnay" at my house— is steadily 
making headway In its very specific niche of the 
wine market Gelula says Vino Solo hasa retail pres- 
ence in 1 2 states so far, and hopes to have the 
product on Pennsylvania Wine & Spirits shelves 
in early 2011.

CANNED DO 

Philadelphia Bar & Restaurant is not yet blue- 
ribbon worthy. By Adam Erace

N n Thursday mornings, the kitchen at Philadelphia Bar & 
Restaurant, better known (for better or 
worse) as PBR, smells like Gloria Borowik 
Maziarz’s house. On these days, her grandson Arajj m 

and PBR chef, Jordan “Red" Sauter, prepares a I cilppeme! 

big batch of bigos, the traditional Rilish hunter’s 
stew that runs on special for $14. “We flick off 
the hoods and breathe it in ,” Sauter says. “It takes me back.” 
Borowik means porcini in Polish, and Sauter gives Gram her 
propers by including the earthy mushrooms in his Thursday blue 
plate. Ingredients vary village to village, but tradition dictates 
bigos must include white cabbage, honey, sausage and a second 
variety of meat, and the chef respects his old heads by incorporat- 
ing all that — snappy Leidy's kielbasa, chicken thighs, KissKng’s 
sauerkraut, green apples — in a malty beige broth ofYuengling, 
sauerkraut juices and pieds-de-cochon stock scented with caraway 



and marjoram. In Old City, where lots of things have dribbled 
down lots of chins, bigos is probably a first. 

Served in a hollowed Hudson Bread sourdough roll, Sauter’s 
bigos is soul in a bowl, but not exactly an everyday player on your 
typical Old City saloon lineup. Then again, PBR isn't your typical 
Old City saloon, with silvermaple bar-tops and ivory-paned floor- 
to-ceiling windows; a gem-rich beerprogram that scored me a rare 
bottle of Stone Sublimely Self-Righteous Ale (yes, they also serve 
Pabst); and Sauter, whose presence gives this kitchen a fat dose of 
food-nerd cred. 

Sauter spent the past two years and seven months rolling fresh 
gemelli, grilling whole branzini and feeding turistas as the chef de 
cuisine at Peter McAndrews’ Modo Mio. “But it was never going to 
be my show,” he explained during our interview, one of the reasons 
he started perusing Craigslist, where 
he found a post by PBR's owners, career 
bartenders Nicolas Moore and Shawn 
Gormley (Lucy’s Hat Shop, Drinker's). 
Sauter went from one kitchen to the other 
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without taking a day off in between. 

“I really respect Italian food, but here I don’t need to work 
within those restrictions,” says Sauter, a freedom that allows the 
chef to amble from fish tacos to crispy calf's tongue with smoked 
black pepper to the bigos and back. The irony is that some of the 
best things here are Modo-ish in nature. Take the grilled octopus, 
one of the most appetizing dishes I’ve eaten all year. The pyre of 
smoky, singed tentacles sang, Mediterranean sirens enchanting 
octo-philes with their zesty marinade of garlic, harissa and sesa-

me. Whisper-thin shavings of fennel bulb added crunch 
to the tender cephalopoda, while thin fennel fronds, their 
tiny yellow flowers like painted fingernails on the end of 
each branch, brought an herbaceous, anisc-y sweetness 
that cooled down the heat of the harissa. 

Despite their oaky Heaven Hill Bourbon broth, 
the smashing sausage-studded mussels harkened to 
Sauter’s previous post, where he “made every order of 
mussels that came out of Modo Mio for the past two and 
a half years.” His talent for pasta-making was evident 
in the springiness of pumpkin cavatelli lightly sauced 
in Gorgonzola cream and showered with crushed pis- 
tachio nuts and frizzled sage leaves. Tire gratin of veal 
cheeks and dried figs was one Modo reprisal I didn’t dig. 
The treacly casserole had a predigested texture, cloying 
sweetness and enough grease to oil the locks of a hun- 
dred guidos. 

Of the crime of being too sweet and too greasy, the 
veal wasn’t the only perp. I’d lodge the same complaints 
against the short-rib puffs, wine-braised beef and 
Gorgonzola locked in triangular puff pastry coffins and 
served over an odd honcy-cayenne-lemongrass-lime 
sauce, as well as against the barbecue pork sandwich. 
Simmered three hours in pig’s feet stock and tomato 
juice, the pork butt was totally tender, but the sauce, a 
spiced reduction of the braising liquid, was like a Bloody 
Mary and mulled cider in the same glass. Way overboard 
on the star anise — and that’s coming from someone 
who loves star anise. The sandwich, served on another 
sourdough roll, left a gold halo of oil all over the fresh-cut 
potato chip-strewn plate. 

Ironically, Sauter’s deep-fried items (and there are lots) 
weren’t greasy at all. Not the crusty orbs of fried maca- 
roni and cheese. Not the Oreos in pancake cocoons. Not 
even the thicket of eggplant frites I couldn't stop picking 
at. Stick-cut aubergines are salted and pressed overnight 
to extract max liquid, then breaded in "something secret” 
— all Sauter will say is that it's gluten-free (yay, celiac 
suflerers!) — fried and served with a tangy goat cheese 
emulsion scented gently with cinnamon. 

PBR is only two months old, and Sauter's menu is still 
trying to decide if it’s more casual pub (scrapple cheese- 
steak, wings) or green-market bistro (escolar in olive oil 
beurre blanc, fava bean mousse-stuffed braised onion 
with tomato crudo). To be fair, PBR as a whole hasn’t 
decided that, either. The handsome room, stripped down 
to its 200-year-old details, says one thing. Paper napkins 
say another. Ithaca Flower Power and Weyerbacher 
Merry Monks say one thing. Miller on tap says another. 

Sauter says the PBR crew weeded out the “douchebag- 
ger crowd” in the first few weeks, but they’re going to 
have to be careful. The slope to Miller Lite Girls and open 
mic night is greased with Goldschlager and L.A. Looks, 
and PBR’s location means the temptation to service the 
wealthy and well-gelled will never be far away. When the 
itch arises, my friends, I’d suggest thinking of Sauter’s 
grandmother. Red Bull and bigos do not mix well .
